Run the Dangerous Rapids with 
Their Outfit. 


J. 
C. Jamieson has received a 
letter from his brother, Charles Jamie- 
Bon, which was dated at White Horse 
Rapids, May 1st, and the D ispatch is 
kindly allowed to publish the follow­ 
ing extracts from the same which will 
be of interest to tho many friends of 
the party who have gone to Alaska to 
seek their fortunes in the gold fields: 


“ D ea r 
B r o t h e r :—We left Marsh 
lake April 28th with our two boats, 
one fashioned after tho stylo of a bat­ 
teaux and the other a large flat boat. 
We landed at the head of the canyon 
and after looking the situation care­ 
fully over we ran both boats to the 
head of tho rapids where we unloaded 
two ton of our outfit and started on 
the perilous trip. 
We run the rapids 
all right, taking in a little water but 
getting nothing wet. We then had 
to |pack tho two tons about three- 
quarters of a mile along the bank and 
about IOO feet abovo the water. It 
was hard work packing one hundred 
pounds on our back climbing up that 
bank but we got it all over today noon 
in good shape. There aro men hor© 
who do nothing but run boats for par­ 
ties who have $20 to snare but we

our stars that our foe is poor, weak 
Spain -rated as a third-class European 
power. 
If it had been 
England, 
or 
France, or Germany, or Russia, or 
Italy, perhaps we should have conquer­ 
ed in the end; but at the beginning any 
one of them would have outclassed us 
hopelessly. 
Fortunately we have not 
to cry over spilled milk this time. Yet 
unless we learn the lesson of our n a r­ 
row escape, the twentieth century may 
find Tilde Sam in more than on * tig o', 
place. 


At the Washington postal congress 
attention was called to the fact that 
two-thirds of all the letters which pas- 
through the postofllees of the world 
are written by and sent to people who 
apeak English.

persons, speak English.

guese, and

Is done in English, even among those 
who do not speak English as their na 
tive language. There are. for Install 
more than 20,000 postofllees in Inuta. 
the* business of which in letters a*. I 
papers aggregates more than 300,000,- 
000 parcels a year, and the business of 
the*-** offices is none chiefly in English, 
though of 
India's total 
population, 
which is nearly 300,000,000, fewer than 
300.000 persons either speak or under­ 
stand 
English. 
Though 
00,000.000 
apeak or understand Russian, the busi­ 
ness of the Russian post department 
Is relatively small, the number of let­ 
ters sent throughout the czar’s empire 
amounting to less than one-tenth the 
number mailed in Great Britain alone, 
though the population of Great Brit­ 
ain is considerably less than one-half 
of the population of Russia in Europe.

T hre e-quarters of an hour afte r the a c ­ 
tion began it w as evident t h a t the S p a n ­ 
ish had m a n y g uns disabled and would 
have to surrender. There were terrible 
casualties on tin* enem y's ships.

She lay close in to where the 
Vizcaya came out and ran along, p a r a l­ 
lel. firing at the cruiser as fiercely in pro­ 
portion to her size as did the Indiana and 
Iowa.

In ten minutes the fire of th e des tro y ­ 
ers slackened, I*ut although some of their 
i n n s iv* ic disabled, their machinery was 
all right, and tht y moved on till Morro 
i mild no longer take p art in the battle. 
Then the New York appeared, h u r r y ­ 
ing on news from 
the Resolute th a t 
Cerin IU had dashed his wedge of cruis­ 
ers into the American fleet and was d y ­ 
ing gloriously. The New York was six 
m i b s aw ay when the destroyers saw her. 
The Morro thundered a t Sampson as he

the Gloucester 
fighting two destroyers at short range. 
W i n n the destroyers saw the flagship 
they sped a w a y from the Gloucester and 
trltd to overtake the Vizcaya and get into 
shelter on her sta rb o a rd side. 
lf that 
could not be done, th* re ought to be a 
j chance to torpedo the Indiana and break 
through our line to the open s a, where 
spot d would save them, but the Indiana 
steamed inshore and the Iowa, too, but 
farth e r away. 
The I n d ia n a ’s secondary 
batt* ry had the first destroyer s range 
and rained shelie upon it. 
Splintered and 
torn, but still with their steering gear and 
machinery Intact, both destroyers turned 
hack to rut* 
for the m outh of the harbor 
and set k safety inside.

The fight had been carried nearly 
four miles west of Morro and the New 
York was already past the h arb o r mouth. 
The Gloucester 
was

She and the destroyers

American fire, converging, was too 
fb ri e for h u m a n beings to withstand. 
One destroyer drifted into the su rf of fire, 
a battered 
wreck,

She wa* on fire. too, and her 
crew ra n her ashore to save the lives of 
those who had escaped o u r shells.

This was followed by the Oquendo’s 
poi rig ashore, with flames bursting from 
her decks. 
The 
Iowa, 
Indiana, Texas

M assachusetts going at once to Join the 
Oregon and th*** Brooklyn In pounding 
up and sm ashing O r v e r a ' s ship. 
Once 
headed off, tho Oquendo turned Into a 
small bay four or five railes west of 
Santiago, where she lay close to the land. 
With an evt r w c .k c n in g broadside, the 
Vizcaya followed, first heading out as if 
to break through the line of battle. The 
Indiana and Iowa, clos'd in their fo rm a ­ 
tion. m ade her (scape in th a t direction 
Impossible. 
Capt. E ulate th* n attem pted 
to reach the east side of the bay, occu­ 
pied by' th " Oqut ndo, but in vain. 
With a glass I could see th a t the Vizca­ 
y a ’s bulw arks m a r the stern had been 
torn aw ay. Smoke poured out where shells 
had exploded Inside, and she w as on fire. 
H er guns, with the exception of those for­ 
ward, were out of action, H er how guns 
were still fired at intervals. Those who 
were not working the bow guns crowded 
forw ard to escape the smoke and fire aft. 
The Oquendo was ashore, her guns silent 
and smoke rising in thick, black clouds. 
There was a thundering of guns to the 
w estward now. and flashes in the sm other 
told t h a t Ce rve ra still fought, but to the 
ea stw a rd of his ships lay the burning 
wrecks of his two destroyers. 
The t o r ­ 
pedo boat Ericsson 
was 
seen 
coming 
along with the New York. 
The Oquendo 
was helpless. 
The In d ian a and the Iowa 
were closing in, 
and 
shell afte r shell 
burst 
above and 
aboard 
the 
Vizcaya. 
Eulate hoisted a white flag as his ship 
went ashore to save th e re m n a n t of his 
men. and simultaneously up went a flag 
of white on the Oquendo and 
D o w n (' n i n e t h e P i n g o f S p a i n . 
An hour and a half had elapsed since 
C ervera left the h a r b o r and of the fiv 
vessels which cam e cut, only this flag 
ship was still in action. 
The Morro ba ttery still stormed im po­ 
tently at the New York. 
Th** American 
army’, w ith 1.200 dead and wounded, wa* 
not yet in Santiago, but C ervera’s fleet 
was destroyed and C ervera himself was 
only struggling on because he wished to 
n a k e his deft a t glorious in the eyes of 
the atten tiv e world. 
He had proved, at least, th a t he was 
not l*ottl*d up so tightly’ as was supposed. 
He had lost four vessels and perhap 
more th a n half of his men, but his pen 
n a n t v as still flying and some of his 
guns were still in notion. 
Cervera passed tho hay in which the 
Oquenda had sought refuge and held on 
a due west course close to the land, but 
evidently m u n c h i n g the desperate hop. 
tha t he might b r i n k th rough th " line 
and reach free water. 
H e had passed in 
succession the Iowa, the Indiana and th* 
Texas, not to speak of the little Glouces­ 
ter. which spouted fl-pour.d shells at him 
Since his flag appeared outside the harbor 
l l s shir 
had 
been 
struck again 
and 
again. 
By this time th " Vizcaya and tho 
Oouet do were practically beaten, hut in 
spite of th e 12 and 13-inch shells th a t 
were rained upon him a t a range which 
v as very short for such gur-s. in spite 
o;' the fact that bls boilers and machinery 
were dam aged, he held his course. 
F ro m 
a point a mile west of the Morro the 
Cristobal Colon was Invisible frequently 
in the low-hanging sm oke from his own 
guns and also th a t which drifted In shore 
from the battleships.

whose aid would have lessened the odds 
against him. but th e Spaniards, through 
splendid strategy’, had not been headed 
off until the b u t t e r i s could no longer 
train their guns on our fleet.

At 11:30 Cervera saw’ the Oregon cuttln 
in shore ahead of him to round him to. 
The smoke was very thick. The firing

set fire to his ship near th e stem, and the 
dames were controlled with difficulty, but 
the Spanish adm iral altered his course 
m d headed off from the coast, as if to 
attem p t 
to

and run for it. It w as Impossible. The 
l o a ;i and the T exas were alrea !y’ moving 
down to close the gap, an d the Spanish 
flagship, raked by the Oregon and the 
Brooklyn, from 1,000 to 3,000 yards, and 
by the Iow a and T exas a t longer range, 
turned Inshore again an d ran for tin 
rocks, where the surf was breaking. H e 
-till replied occasionally, and I wondered 
when the sm oke hid his ship if he would 
lie afloat when it lifted. 
The Golden Rod, leaving the burning 
cruisers on the beach, bore a t full speed 
**n the Iowa as 
she 
closed in on the 
doomed admiral. 
I could still discern the 
Spanish flag from time to time as the 
smoke drifted aw ay and the flash of a 
gun at intervals proved th a t the S p a n ­ 
iard was consistently following the idea 
which led him to quit the harbor, which 
was to m a k e a glorious end. 
But his ship moved slowly now, as if 
disabled, and in a few minutes more his 
guns were silent. 
Black smoke replaced 
the swirling 
white. 
The 
flagship was 
aflame. 
H er men had been unable ti t h e r 
to w ork the guns or sm other the flames 
caused by’ bursting shells, and she was 
headed for the rocks.

This was evidently expected 
h.y the Spaniards, notably by the Vizeu 
y a ’s men, hundreds of w hom thronged the 
foiw ard deck, watching the flames eating 
their w a y to wards them. 
Dr. Simonds, of the Iowa, who a cco m ­ 
panied rn* and assisted rn** durin g th* 
engagerm nt, said tha* a fourth Spanish 
fruitier w’aS unable to h a v e the harbor 
with the others, because she was dis­ 
abled 
The casualties will not be accurately 
determined until to-morrow.

The Golden Rod was th e only dispatch 
fc« at nea r the ships in action.

tin had not the Resolute headed all non 
com batant* to th e w e stw a rd by s tran g e 
warning of a Spanish ship coming from 
the eastw ard. 
As the Resolute ran toward the New 
Ycrk with this warning afte r the engage- 
rrent, a shell from the western battery, 
ut four m ilts range, pa«sed a few feet 
ever arid ahead of the Golden Rod.

removed. 
This accounts for the dc 
parture of the foreign warships fror 
Santiago harbor, as they are bearin 
away the foreign residents in the peri 
ou before the bombardment begins.

The casualties am ong our men was not 
heavy.

U nder Gen. S hafter’! order the battle 
w as reopened 
along 
the whole line. 
T he 
reserves

O ur loss has now reached 1,700 
killed and wounded. 
P art of the night attack was direct­ 
ly opposite to the station of the Third 
and Sixth cavalry, 
r a p t. Bowden, of 
the Third, w ent with a w orking party 
a t 3 a. in. to strengthen the line of en­ 
trenchm ents betw een 
Gen. Chaffee’s 
brigade on the right and Gen. K e n t’s 
division on the left. 
W hether It w as 
an accident 
Is not 
known, but he 
clashed with the

party, and w as obliged to retire. Every 
hour adds to th e num ber of killed and 
wounded.

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Defeat of tho Enemy's Guerrillas Vt Guan­ 
tanamo by Captain Elliott's Men - At­ 
te nxpts to Drill Cuban Soldiers Like Ma­ 
rinos—A H alt For Cuban Seoul s—Ser­ 
geant of Marines W igwagging Under 
Fire—Mag Ill's Fores Shot at by the 
Dolpfhln. 


It has become known that Captain 
E llio tt’s recent expedition against the 
guerrillas at Guantanam o bay, Cuba, 
was m ore successful than any one could 
im agine a t the time. 
The enemy was 
bad!;/ routed, but wo expected him to 
reccrvor in a few days perhaps and oome 
bac): to renow his night attacks. 
But 
(the* firing of a shot near tho camp has 
been a wonderfully rare thing since our 
Advance and attack. 
Inasmuch as this 
toffs lr was the first serious engagement 
of our troops on Cuban soil a few do 
ta ils of it m ay bo of in terest 
It was 
known th at this large guerrilla band had 
its headquarters somo five milos baok 
from our camp, at a point near tho sea­ 
coast, where was located the only well, 
according to the Cubans, w ithin four or 
five leagues of our position. 
Captain E lliott asked permission to 
take 200 m arines and some Cubans to 
drive the enemy from tho well and 
destroy it. Colonel H untington granted 
th is request and it was my good for 
tune to get leave to accompany it. A ft 
er break fast one m orning tho companies 
of Captain Elliott and Captain Spicer 
were farm ed on the sandy path below 
the fortified camp, w hile the Cubans, 50 
in nnm ber, wore bustling noisily into 
some kind of shape. 
Most of the latter 
were dressed in tho w hito duck clothes 
of the American jack tar, which had 
been d ealt out to them from tho stores 
of the fleet. 
Somo had shoes on their 
feet and somo had shoes slung around 
their necks w ith a string, all according 
to taste. They were, in short, peasants 
—hardy, tireless, uncomplaining peas­ 
ants—and they viewed in uttor calm 
these early morning preparations for 
battle. 
And also thoy viewed w ith the same 
calm the attem pts of their ambitious 
officers to m ake them bear some resem 
blanco to soldiers at ‘ * order an n a ’ ’ The 
officers had an idea that their men must 
drill the same as marines, and they 
howled over it a good deal.

Their voices rang o u t The 
sailor d a d Cubans moved slowly off on 
a narrow path through the bushes, and 
presently the long brown line of marines 
followed them. 
After the ascent of a 
ohalky cliff the camp on the hill, the 
ships in the harbor, wero all hidden by 
the bush we entered, a thick, tangled 
mass, penetrated by a winding path 
hardly wide enough for one man. 
No 
word was spoken. One could only hear 
the dnll tram ple of the men, m ingling 
w ith the near and far droning of in 
soots raising their tin y voices under the 
blazing sky. 
A h alt was made to give the Cuban 
scouts more time. The Cuban colonel, 
revolver in one hand, machete in the 
others, w aited their report before ad­ 
vancing. 
Finally the word was given 
The m en aroso from the grass and 
mowed on around the foot of tho ridges. 
O ut a t sea the Dolphin was steaming 
along slowly. Presently tho word was 
passed th at tho enemy wore over the 
next ridge.

To the tune of this furious 
shooting Captain Elliott, w ith Lieuton 
ant Baimon’s platoon of C company 
scrambled madly up the hill, tearing 
themselves on the cactus and fighting 
their way through the mesquite. To the 
left we could see th at Captain Spicer's 
men had rapidly closed up and were 
racing as. 
It took only three m inutes to reach 
the scene of activity, and, incidentally, 
tho activity was considerable and floroe.

rifles crashing—these were tho essen­ 
tials.

WORK OF CONGRESS 


Washington, .Juno 30. — A precedent 
that will be historic was established by 
the senate nt 
its session 
yesterday. 
For probably the first time in the his­ 
tory of the 
senate 
a resolution was 
adopted tendering the thanks of con­ 
gress to common seamen, specifically 
na icily: them In the resolution. 
The 
resolution 
elicited 
several 
patriotic 
speeches In which the private soldiers 
of the army nnd the common sailors 
of the navy were glowingly eulogized. 
The resolutions recommended by the 
president were adopted, tendering the 
thanks of congress to Naval Construc­ 
tor Hobson nnd tin* other heroes of the 
Merrimac, and 
to 
lieu t. Frank H. 
Newcomb, commander of the revenue 
cutter Hudson, for his gallant rescue 
of the Winslow’ aud her crew off Car­ 
denas, and retiring on full pay Capt. 
Hogsdon, of the MeCulloch. for distin­ 
guished services at Manila. 
Consideration 
of 
the 
general 
de­ 
ficiency bill was 
concluded 
aud the 
measure was passed. 
An amendment 
of great importance was attached to 
the bill, practically 
by general con­ 
cent. 
It relates to the settlement of 
the claims of the government against 
the Pacific railroads. 
It was offered 
by Mr. Morgan of Alabama, who made 
a strong plea 
for its 
adoption. 
Be­ 
fore it was agreed to Mr. White of Cal­ 
ifornia proposed some amendments to 
It making It even more binding on the 
roads than it was in Its original form. 
The bill as passed carries about $227,- 
700,OOd, the largest sum carried by any 
appropriation measure since the Civil 
war. 
After the passage of the de­ 
ficiency bill consideration of the H a­ 
waiian annexation resolution was re­ 
sumed, Mr. Chaffery of Louisiana con­ 
cluding his speech in opposition to an­ 
nexation. 
In th e House. 
The house disposed of a number of 
measures and 
incidentally enjoyed a 
speech from Mr. Allen of Mississippi 
which precipitated i\ political episode 
in which Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio aud 
Mr. Bailey of Texas figured as the 
principals. 
Mr. Allen proposed that a 
company of congressmen bo raised and 
go to Cuba. 
After sending the Indian 
and sundry civil bills back to confer­ 
ence, consideration of bills from the 
military affairs committee, under the 
rule 
adopted 
yesterday, 
proceeded. 
Notable among 
the measures passed 
were those providing for the enlist­ 
ment of cooks in the army; providing 
for the appointment of military store­ 
keepers for the army; providing for Hie 
protein iou 
of 
harbor defences 
ami 
fortifications against wanton malicious 
injury, and 
giving the 
secretary of 
w ar discretion to permit any church or 
religious sect to erect its house of wor­ 
ship upon the W est Point military res­ 
ervation. 
The 
last named 
bill pre­ 
cipitated considerable discussion, It be­ 
ing framed at the instance of the Cath­ 
olics. but giving equal privileges to all 
churches. 


Washington, July fl.—1The debate on 
the Hawaiian

tinued in the senate. 
Three speeches 
were 
made. Mr. Hoar of

Mr. Payne of 
New York presided, in the absence of 
Speaker Reed, who was detained in 
New’ York. 
A bill was passed provid­ 
ing for local Inspection of mates, engi­ 
neers and pilots of all steam vessels 
and all barges In tow of steam vessels 
on the great lakes 
and the masters 
and chief officers of sailing vessels of 
over 500 tons, and the bill w’as amend­ 
ed to permit of the Inspection of all 
sail vessels 
carrying 
passengers on 
application. 
The senate amendments 
to the bill 
for the pay 
of the arm y 
from enrollment to the mustering in 
were concurred 
In and 
the bill now 
goes to the president. The partial con­ 
ference 
report on 
the general 
de- 
ficieney bill leaving 
only 
the senate 
Pacific railroad refunding amendment 
open 
was 
adopted. 
The 
minority 
fought for an extended debate on the 
accepted 
amendment. 
Mr. 
Cannon 
asked for three days, but agreement 
was reached for vote to-morrow after­ 
noon at 4 o’clock.

Mr. Aldrich 
of Iowa, in charge of the bills, ex 
plained that it was necessary that the 
reports should be agreed to, as that 
was the last day of the fiscal year. He 
pointed out that if the bills were not 
laws by midnight they would have to 
be passed again by the two branches 
of congress. 
The 
delay 
consequent 
upon such action would seriously em­ 
barrass 
the government 
and 
might 
force congress to remain in session 
several weeks longer. 
In denouncing 
the action of the conferees for striking 
out the free homes 
provision of the 
Indian 
bill, Mr. Pettigrew of 
South 
Dakota charged the Republican party 
with being dominated by the “money 
power” and with the election of sena­ 
tors by the corrupt use of money. Mr. 
Bate of Tennessee and Mr. Tillman of 
South Carolina discussed at length the 
Hawaiian annexation resolutions. The 
latter discussed the race problem from 
the standpoint of a Southern man and 
was characteristically vigorous in his 
remarks. 
He accounted for the slight 
interest manifested in the Hawaiian 
debate by saying 
that the question 
was fully discussed in executive sos 
Bion early last winter, and that It was 
only natural that there should be a 
lack of interest and unwillingness to 
listen to a repetition of speeches de­ 
livered at that time. 
In th e H ouse. 
An attempt to secure passage of the 
bill to incorporate 
the international 
American bank met with determined 
opposition in the house. 
Filibustering 
was indulged In but It was not effect­ 
ive In presenting consideration of the 
bill. 
Adjournment, 
however, 
was 
forced before a vote upon the measure 
could be had. 
The house adopted the 
report on 
the 
Indian 
appropriation 
bill insisting unanimously on its non 
concurrence In the senate amendments 
on the general deficiency bill, scud In 
that bill to conference.

The m aterials with 
which nature 
works, seemingly so diversified, actual­ 
ly so few, are never at peace. 
They 
know neither haste nor rest. They are 
ever in circulation. 
No sooner have 
they served one purpose than they are 
called upon to appear in another role— 
the rivers hasten to m ake a lake in 
every hollow. Yet these hollows are in 
m any instances scooped out by the ac­ 
tion of glaciers. 
However, no sooner 
are they filled with water than the 
very glaciers which excavated their ba­ 
sins and the river which filled them, 
conspire to turn them once more into 
solid land. 
We see this specimen of 
the ceaseless activity of nature in many 
shapes. 
The “ loess,” or the mud, held 
in suspension by the rivers which over­ 
flow their banks, and which is event­ 
ually deposited, forms a well-marked 
geological formation over a considera­ 
ble section of central Europe; and the 
mud of the Arctic glaciers, which finds 
its representative in the ancient fos­ 
siliferous brick-clays of Scotland and 
other regions where in the Glacial pe­ 
riod a sim ilar condition of affairs ob­ 
tained, Is fast filling up many of the 
fjords 
Into 
which 
the 
infra-glacier 
stream discharges. 
The Baltic is fast 
becoming a shallow lake. 
The Sea of 
Azof, shoaled by the sediment brought 
down by the rivers which flow into it, 
is gradually being converted into a 
stream ; and the Po, the Nile, and the 
other rivers which flow into the Medi­ 
terranean, bid fair to so extend their 
deltas as to constitute that sea a chain 
of lakes. 
The Mississippi and 
other 
great American rivers are, on the prin­ 
cipal of “robbing Peter to pay Paul,” 
extending the territory through which 
they flow for considerable distances 
into the Atlantic. 
In time these mud 
flats will rise above the surface, get 
covered with a dank vegetation, and, 
after being for ages the home of fever 
and reptiles, will become the abode of 
man. 
The Rhine, It has been calcu­ 
lated, carries past Bonn som ething like 
400 tons of solid m atter in one hour, 
and in the course of a year between 
three and four millions. 
In the long 
ages since this wearing down of Ger­ 
m any has been going on, an immense 
am ount of land m ust have been eroded 
and deposited into the German ocean, 
where it forms the greater part of the 
country now known as Holland. 
“The 
N etherlands.” Napoleon Bonaparte as 
serted, In his usual dogmatic manner, 
“are composed of the mud of French 
rivers.” And it is not easy to answer 
the m aster of m any legions except after 
his own style of argument, he proceed­ 
ed to annex Batavia to the empire 
During the rainy season of 122 days 
the mud brought down by the Ganges 
passing Ghazeepoor, 5,000 miles from 
its mouth, is reckoned at over 3,339, 
413.700 tons; and now plague-haunted 
islands, formed 
in its 
channel even 
w ithin the memory of man, are the re­ 
sult. 
The deltas of 
the Volga, the 
Danube and m any other rivers might 
be adduced in proof of the same trait.—

The m ystery of 
the famous South Dakota “tin m ine” 
has at last been solved. 
J h e mine in 
question was a good ileal talked about 
in the new-papers a few years ago. 
It 
was said to be v e ry ‘rich. 
Great prom ­ 
ises were made of its assistance in pro­ 
moting the industrial welfare of the 
Black Hills, when it should begin to 
pour its wealth to tile surface. 
Tin 
mills of the first m agnitude were pro­ 
jected in the minds of sanguine specu­ 
lators to consume its product. Tile m in­ 
eral was there in great quantities, it 
was alleged, aud all that was needed to 
develop it and give all this western 
country a boom was capital. To secure 
the needed capital negotiations wen- 
opened with an English syndicate. 
In 
the presence of its representatives tho 
mine yielded up tons of treasure. H av­ 
ing got it, why was 
it not worked? 
T hat was the mystery. There were va­ 
rious speculations concerning It. 
The 
explanation th at seemed to secure the 
most credence was that the English­ 
men who had bought the mine were ex­ 
tensively interested in tin properties 
lsewhere, and th at it was to their in­ 
terest not to increase the production of 
the metal to the extent that its opera­ 
tion would do, and that they would 
make more money by keeping i13 treas­ 
ures hidden in the bowels of the earth 
than by bringing it up to the surface 
to bring down the price of tin as its 
great abundance threatened to do. The 
subject dropped out of the public mind. 
It is r o w revived and the mystery ex­ 
plained by Charles M. Dobson, a m in­ 
ing engineer, w’ho writes a story about 
‘Mine Salting” in the current Cosmo­ 
politan Magazine. 
Of the Black Hills 
proposition he says: 
“ A tin mine in 
South 
dakota not far from Harney 
Peak, was for sale, and some English 
capitalists were investigating. 
Many 
tons of the finest cassiterite ore were 
dug from the claim. 
It surpassed in 
richness the better grades of Cornish 
ore. 
A car load was taken to the smel­ 
ter and proved to be all th at could be 
wished. 
The property was bought and 
the money paid down, sixty tons of cas­ 
siterite were mined and not an ounce 
more, for the whole sixty tons had been 
bought, 
selected 
Cornish 
ere, 
then 
shipped to the lonely spot, dumped into 
the gulch and (overed up some five 
years before.” This, the expert declares, 
was the most gigantic 
case of 
mine 
salting on record. 
The English in­ 
vestors appear to have quietly charged 
their loss up to the account of expe 
rience. 
The transaction is a very com 
plete explanation of the m ystery why 
the mine was not worked. The owners 
were worked instead.

tra n sit,” specified in the return, is tho 
interval between tin- delivery of the 
mails to the vessel at the port of de­ 
parture and their receipt by the post­ 
office at the port of arrival. 
The re­ 
turn shows which of the vessels car­ 
ried mails under contract with her m aj­ 
esty’s government. Of course the voy­ 
ages occupying least time were those 
between Queenstown and New York. 
The shortest period occupied on the 
longer route was by tin* North German 
Lloyd steam ship Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse, which, in November, accom­ 
plished the voyage from New York to 
Southam pton in five days twenty-two 
hours and IS minutes. 
The shortest 
time occupied in crossing the Atlantic 
as shown by this return, w’us by the 
Lucania, 
which 
Hi 
September 
per­ 
formed the voyage from Queenstown 
to New York in five days fourteen 
hours. 
The 
homeward voyage 
was 
made by this vessel during the same 
m onth in a period only forty-five m in­ 
utes 
longer. 
The 
Lucania and 
the 
Campania, 
both 
Cunard 
steamers, 
each on one occasion made the passage 
outward from Queenstown in five days 
and fifteen hours. The K aiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse has a displacement of 20,- 
000 tons, and engines of 27,000 Indicat­ 
ed horse power, the ocean speed being 
given as twenty-two knots. 
She was 
built last year. 
The Campania and 
Lucania are each of 13,000 tons, with 
engines of 30,000 indicated horse pow- 
er, the ocean speed being twenty-one 
knots. 
They are 610 feet in length, 
or fifteen feet shorter than the German 
vessel. Tho Teutonic, belonging to tho 
W hite Star 
Company, crossed 
from 
Queenstown to New York in five clays 
twenty-one hours and forty-five m in­ 
utes, in the m onth of August. 
On six 
occasions the Lucania performed tho 
outw ard voyage from Queenstown in 
less than six days, and the return jour­ 
ney from New York in like m anner on 
nine occasions. 
The Cam pania made 
the voyage out from Queenstown in less 
than six days on seven occasions, m d 
nine return voyages each within the 
sam e limit of time. 
The passage be­ 
tween Queenstown and New York was 
made In less than seven (lays by several 
vessels In the list, and in some cases to 
ana from Southampton.

son, which was dated at \\ bito Hors© 
Rapids, May lit, and the Dispatch is 
kindly allowed to publish the follow­ 
ing extracts from the same which will 
be of interest to the many friends of 
the [tarty who have gone to Alaska to 
seek their f o r t u n e s in the gold fields: 
“D ear B ro th e r:- -We left Marsh 
lake April 28th with our two boats, 
one fashioned after tho stylo of a bat­ 
teaux and the other a largo flat boat. 
We landed at th*' head of the canyon 
and after looking the situation care­ 
fully over we ran both boats to tho 
head of tho rapids where we unloaded 
two ton of our outfit and started on 
the perilous trip. 
We run the rapids 
all right, taking in a little water but 
getting nothing wet. 
We then Ii ad 
to |pack tho two tons about three­ 
quarters of a mile along the bank and 
about IOO feet above the water. 
It 
was hard work packing one hundred 
Olinda on our back climbing up that 
>ank but we got it all over today noon 
ood shape. 
Thoro aro men here 
who do nothing but run boats for par­ 
ties who have $20 to spare but we 
oncluded to take our boats through 
ourselves and did it successfully. Tho 
rst boat to go over the rapids this 
• air was a week ago today. 
The 
river is not yet clear of ice but I do not 
'flunk we will be detained very long 
on account of ice and we will be 
among the first, boats that get in this 
year. 
Several boats were smashed up 
tore last week and outfits los: on ac­ 
count of poor boats and trying to ear­ 
thed full load, but we took no 
hanceH. 
Yon ought to see us eat, I 
ell you any man who comes over this 
rail and does his share of tho work 
;an eat and anything tastos good. 
We have as yet caught no fish nor 
lad fresh meat, of any kind sinco we 
eft Skagway, the fact being that we 
lave not taken time to fish or hunt 
yet, but from now on I think we will 
get a few fish. 
The days are getting 
ong now and it gets dark at 0 o’clock 
anil is light again at 2:20. 
We leave 
here tomorrow as the river has opened 
about ten miles today.”

Both the Oquendo and the Vizcaya were 
sometimes within a thousand yards of 
the Indiana. The range varied, but, as 
a rub', it wan short and extremely dead­ 
ly.

ish in good stead, as they followed In 
the path of honor m ark e d out by A d ­ 
miral Cervera. 
T h re e-q u arte rs of an hour afte r th e a c ­ 
tion began it was evident th a t the Spa ri­ 
ll h had m a n y g uns disabled and would 
have to surrender. There were terrible 
casualties on th e e n e m y ’s ships. 
As th'- smoke cleared a little one could 
see the Spanish flagship, Iv r port b ro ad ­ 
side spouting smoke, still holding on to 
the westward.

Then the New York appeared, h u r ry ­

Cervera had dashed his wedge of cruis­ 
ers into the American fleet and was d y ­ 
ing gloriously. The New York was six 
miles a way when the destroy' rs paw her. 
The Morro thundered at Sampson as he

The I n d ia n a ’s secondary 
battery had the first destroyer s range 
and r a i n ' d shells upon it. 
Splintered and 
torn, but still with their steering gear and 
machinery intact, both destroyers turned 
back to run 
for the mouth of the harbor 
and s< ' k safety inside. 
But it was too 
late. 
The fig’ht had been carried nearly 
four miles west of Morro and the New 
York was already past the harbor rn- uth. 
Ttie Gloucester 
was

She and the destroyers 
and the Indiana

American fire, converging, was too 
fierce for h u m an beings to withstand. 
One destroyer drifted into the surf of fire,

He had proved, at least, that he w as 
rot tutti' d up so tightly as was supposed, 
He had lost four vessels and perhaps 
more than half of his men, but his pen­ 
nant v a s still flying and some of his 
guns were still in action. 
Cervera passed the bay In which the 
Oquenda had so u g h t refuge find held on 
a due west course close to the land, but 
evidently ne en s ilin g the desperate hope 
that he m ight b r e a k through t h rt line 
and reach free w ate r, 
H e had passed in 
Mjceenion the Iowa. the Indiana and tho 
Texas, not to sp e ak of 'hr, uttD Glouces­ 
ter. which spouted ©-pound shells at him 
Since his flag ap p e ared outside the h a rb o r

By this tim e th* Vizcaya and the

It has become known that Captain 
E llio tt’s recent expedition against the 
guerrillas at Guantanamo bay, Cuba, 
was more successful than any one could 
imagine at tho time. 
The enemy was 
badly routed, but wo expected him to 
receiver in a few days perhaps and come 
bact; to renew his night attacks. 
But 
tho* firing of a shot near tho camp has 
been a wonderfully rare thing Hinco our 
advance and attack. 
Inasmuch as this 
'affair was tho lirst serious engagement 
of c»ur troops on On ban soil a few de­ 
ta ils of it may lo of interest. 
It was 
known that this large guerrilla band had 
its headquarters scone Avo miles hack 
from our camp, at a point near tho sea­ 
coast, where was located the only well, 
according to tho Cubans, within four or 
five leagues of our position. 
Captain Elliott asked permission to 
take 200 marines and some Cubans to 
drive the enemy from tho well and 
destroy it. Colonel Huntington granted 
this request and it was my good for­ 
tune to get leave to accompany it. Aft­ 
er break fast one morning the companies 
of Captain Elliott and Captain Spicer 
were farmed on tho sandy path below 
the fortified camp, while the Cubans, OO 
in number, were bustling noisily into 
some kind of shape. 
Most of the latter 
were dpassed in tho white duc k clothes 
of the American jack tar, which had 
been dealt out to them from tho steres 
of the fleet. 
Borne had shoes on their 
feet arad some had shoes slung around 
their nooks with a string, all according 
to taste. They were, in short, peasants 
—hardy, tireless, uncomplaining jHtas- 
ants—arad they viewed in utter calm 
those early morning preparations for 
battle. 
And also they viewed with the same 
calm the attempts of their ambitious 
officers to make them bear some resem­ 
blance to soldiers at “ order arms. ” The 
officerH had an idea that their men must 
drill tho same as marines, and they 
howled over it a good dual. The men 
had to be adjusted one by one at the ex­ 
pense of considerable physical effort, 
but when once in place they viewed 
their new position with unalterable 
stolidity. Order arms? Oh, very well. 
What does it matter? Farther on the 
two companies of marines were going 
through a short, sharp inspection. 
Meanwhile the officers wore thinking 
of business. Their voices rang out. The 
sailor clad Cubans moved slowly off on 
a narrow path through the bushes, and 
presently the long brown line of marines 
followed them. 
After the ascent of a 
chalky cliff tho camp on the hill, the 
ships in tho harbor, were all hidden by 
tho bush we entered, a thick, tangled 
mass, penetrated by a winding path 
hardly wide enough for one man. No 
word was spoken. One could only hear 
the dull trample of tho men, mingling 
with tho noar and far droning of in­ 
sects raising their tiny voices under the 
blu/Jng sky. 
A halt was made to give tho Cuban 
scouts moro time. Tho Cuban colonel, 
revolver in one hand, maoheto in tho 
others, waited their report before ad­ 
vancing. Finally the word was given. 
The men aroso from tho grass and 
mrrvral on around tho foot of the ridges. 
Out at sea tho Dolphin was steaming 
along slowly. Presently tho word was 
passed that tho enemy were over the 
next ridge. Lieutenant Lucas had mean 
time been sent w ith the first platoon of 
Company C to keep tho hills as the 
main body moved around them, and we 
could now see his force and some Cu­ 
bans crawling slowly up the last ridge. 
The main body was moving over a lower 
part of this ridge when the firing broke 
out. 
It needB little practice to tell tho dif 
ference in sound between tho Let* and 
the Mauser. Tho Leo says, ‘4Brut I’ * 11 
is a fine note, not very metallic. 
Tho 
Mauser Bays, “ PopI” — plainly and 
frankly pop, like a soda water tattle be 
ing opened close to the ear. 
We could 
hear both sounds now in groat plenty 
prut— prut —pr-r-rut—pr-rut I 
P op- 
pop—poppetty—pop I 
It was very evident that our men had 
come upon the enemy aud were slug­ 
ging away for all they were -worth, 
while the Spaniards wero pegging away 
to tho limit. To thotunoof this furious 
shooting Captain Elliott, with Lieuten 
ant Bannon’s platoon of C company 
scrambled madly up the hill, tearing 
themselves on the cactus and fighting 
their way through the mesquite. To the 
left we could site that Captain Spicer’s 
men had rapidly closed up and wero 
racing us. 
It took only three minutes to roaoh 
the scene of activity, and, incidentally, 
the activity was considerable and floroe. 
Then along the top of our particular 
hill, mingled with tho cactus and chap­ 
arral, was a long, irregular lino of men 
fighting the first part of tho first action 
of the Spanish war. 
Toiling, sweating 
marines; shrill, jumping Cubans; offi­ 
cers shouting out tho ranges, 200 Leo 
rifles crashing—these were tho essen­ 
tials. The razor backed hill seemed to 
reel with it all. 
And—mark 
jro # -a spruce 
young 
sergeant of marines, erect, his back to 
the showering bullets, solemnly and in­ 
tently wigwagging to the distant Dol­ 
phin ! It was necessary that this man 
should stand at the very top of the ridgo 
in order that his flag might appear in 


relief against the sky, and the Bpnn- 
iards must have concentrated a fir*' of 
at least 20 rifles upon him. Hts soeieiy 
wait at that moment sought by none 
Wa gave him a wide berth, 
pre se n tly 
into the din came the boom of tho D<»1 
phin’s guns. 
Tho whole thing waN an infernal din. 
One wanted to clap one's hands to one’s 
ears and cry out iii God’s name for tho 
noiso to coaso; it was past bearing. And 
look—thoro foil a Cuban, a g n at 
hulking negro, shot just beneath tho 
heart, tho bioral staining his soiled 
shirt. Ho seemed in no pain; it seemed 
as if he were senseless before he felt 
lh* made no outcry; he simply toppled 
over, while a comrade made a somi- 
futile grab at him. 
Instantly one Cu­ 
ban loaded th® body upon the back of 
another and then took up tho dying 
man’s feet. Tho procession that moved 
off resembled a grotesque wheelbarrow. 
No one heeded fit much. 
A marine ro- 
niarked, 44 Well, thoro goos one of tho 
Cubans.’’ 
Under a hush lay a I) company pri 
vat* . hot through tho ankle. Two com­ 
rades wore ministering to him. He, too, 
did not seem then in pain. 
His expres­ 
sion was of a man weary, weary, weary. 
Marines, drunk from tho heat and tho 
fumes of tho powder, swung heavily 
with blazing faces out of tho firing lino 
and dropped panting two or three paces 
to the rear. 
And still crashed the Lees 
and the Mausers, punctuated by the 
roar of the Dolphin’s guns. 
Along our 
line tin* rifle locks were clicking inces* 
saiitly, as if some giant loom was run­ 
ning wildly, aud on the ground among 
the stones and weeds came dropping, 
dropping a rain of rolling brass shells. 
This terrific exchange of fire lusted a 
year, or probably it was 20 minutes. 
(Thou a strange thing happened. Lieu­ 
tenant Magi 11 had boon sent out with 
40 men from camp to re-enforce us. Ho 
had come up on our left flank and taken 
a position thoro, covering us. Tho Dol­ 
phin swung a little farther on and 
then suddenly turned loose with a tiro 
that wont clean over tho Spaniards and 
straight as a die for Magill’s position. 
Magill was immensely anxious to move 
out ami intercept a possible Spanish re­ 
treat, but the Dolphin’s guns not only 
held him in chook, but made his men 
hunt cover with great celerity. 
It was 
no extraordinary blunder on tho part of 
tile Dolphin. It was improbable that tho 
ship’s commander should know of the 
presence of Magill’s force, and he did 
know from our line of fire that tho ene­ 
my was in the valley. 
But at any rate 
in tho heat and rage of this tight little 
fight there was a good deal of strong 
language used on the hill. 
Suddenly some one shouted: “ There 
they go! Se® ’em! Hee ’emI” Forty 
rifles rang out. A number of figures had 
been seen to break from tho other side 
of tho thicket The Spaniards wero run­ 
ning. 
The Cubans, who cannot hit even tho 
wide, \Hde world, lapsed into temporary 
peace, and a line of a sooro of marines 
was formed into a firing squad. 
Homo- 
times we could see a whole covey vanish 
miraculously after the volley. 
It was 
impossible to tell whether they were all 
hit or whether all or part had plunged 
headlong for cover. 
Everybody on our 
side stood up. It was vastly exciting. 
“ There they gel Hee ’cml Hee ’em I’’ 
Dr. Gibbs, Sergeant Major Gooder 
shot at night by a hidden enemy; Dun- 
phy and McColgan, tho two lads am­ 
bushed and riddled with bullets at ten 
yards; Sergeant Smith, whoso body had 
to be left temporarily with tho enem y- 
all these men were being terrifically 
avenged. 
The marines, raw men who 
had been harassed and harassed day and 
night since the first foot struck Cuba— 
the marines had come out in broad day, 
mot a superior force and in 20 minutes 
had them panic stricken and on the gal- 
1* ip. 
The Spanish commander had had 
plenty of tim® to take any position that 
pleased him, for as we marched out we 
had heard his scouts heralding our ap­ 
proach with their wood dovo cooing 
from hilltop to hilltop, 
lie had chosen 
tho thicket 
In 20 minutes the thicket 
was too hot for his men. 
At last it was over. The dripping ma­ 
rines looked with despair at their empty 
canteens. 
The wounded wore carried 
down to the beach on the rifles of their 
comrades. 
Tho heaven born Dolphin 
sent many casks of water ashore. A 
squad destroyed tho Spanish well and 
burned the commander’s house. Th® 
heavy tiles rang down from the caving 
roof like tho sound of a new volley. 
The Cubans to the number of 20 chased 
on for a mile after the Spaniards. 
A 
party went out to count tho Spanish 
dead. 
Tho daylight began to soften. 
Save for the low murmur of the men ii 
peace foil upon all the brown wilder­ 
ness of hills. 
Possible stragglers were called in. Ah 
the dusk deepened the men closed for 
tho homeward march. 
Tho Cubans ap­ 
peared with prisoners, and a cheer went 
up. Then tho brown lines bogan to wind 
slowly homeward. The tired mon grew 
silent 
Not a sound was hoard except 
whore, ahead, to tho rear, on tho flank, 
could be heard tho low trample of many 
careful foot. As to execution done, none 
was certain. 
Homo said 60; some said 
IOO; some laughingly said 6. 
It turns 
out to be a certain 68—dead—which is 
many. 
As we neared camp we saw 
somebody in tho darkness, a watchful 
figure, eager and anxious, perhaps un­ 
certain of the serpent ike thing swishing 
softly through the bushes. 
“ Hollo!’’ 
said a marine. “ Who are you?” Alow 
voice came in reply, “ Sergeant of the 
guard.” Sergeant of the guard! Saintly 
man! Protector of the weary I Coffee! 
Hardtack! Beans! Rost! Bleep! Peace I 
—Stephen Crane in New York World.

Tin* resolutions recommended bj' the 
president were adopted, tendering the 
thanks of congress to Naval Construc­ 
tor Hobson and the other in-roes of the 
Merrimac, and 
to 
Lieut. Frank If. 
Newcomb, commamler of the revenue 
cutter Hudson, for his gallant rescue 


o f the Winslow and her crew off Car­ 
denas, and retiring on full pay (’apt. 
Hogsdon, of the M r i ’ulloch. for distin­ 
guished services at Manila. 
( 'ousideratlon 
of 
the 
general 
de­ 
ficiency bill was 
concluded 
and the 
measure was passed. 
Ail amendment 
of great importance was attached to 
the hill, practically 
by general con­ 
cent. 
II relates to the settlement of 
the claims of the government against 
Hic Pacific railroads. 
It 
was offered 
by Mr. Morgan of A labam a, who made 
a strong plea 
for its 
adoption. 
Be­ 
fore it was agreed to Mr. White of Cal­ 
ifornia proposed some amendments to 
it m aking it even more binding on the 
roads than it was in its original form.

iii which Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio aud 
Mr. Bailey of Texas figured as the 
principals. 
Mr. Allen proposed that a 
company of congressmen be raised and 
go to Cuba, 
After sending the Indian 
and sundry civil bills back to confer­ 
ence, consideration of bills from the 
military affairs committee, under the 
rule 
adopted 
yesterday, 
proceeded. 
Notable among 
the measures 
passed 
were those providing for the enlist­ 
ment cf cooks In the army; providing 
for tin* appointment of military store­ 
keepers for the arm y: providing for tin* 
protection 
of 
harbor defences 
and 
fortifications against wanton malicious 
Injury, and 
giving the 
secretary of 
w a r discretion to permit any church or 
religious sect to erect its holist1 of w or­ 
ship uiion the West Point military res­ 
ervation.

cipitated considerable discussion, it be­ 
ing framed at the Instance of the Cath­ 
olics. hut giving equal privileges to all 
churches.

of Iowa. in charge of the bills, ex­ 
plained that it was necessary that the 
reports should be agreed to, as that 
w as the last day of the fiscal year. H e 
pointed out th a t if the hills w ere not 
laws by midnight they would have to 
Ie* passed again by the two branches 
of congress. 
The 
delay 
consequent 
upon such action would seriously em­ 
barrass 
the government 
and 
might 
force congress to remain in session 
several weeks longer. 
In denouncing 
the action of the conferees for striking 
out tile free homes 
provision of th e 
Indian 
bill, Mr. Pettigrew of 
South 
Dakota charged the Republican party 
with being dominated by the “money 
power” and with the election of sena­ 
tors by the corrupt use of money. 
Mr. 
B ate of Tennessee and Mr. Tillman of 
South Carolina discussed at length the 
Hawaiian annexation resolutions. The 
latter discussed th© race problem from 
the standpoint of a Southern man and 
w a s characteristically vigorous in bis 
remarks, 
lie accounted for the slight 
interest manifested In the Hawaiian 
debate by saying 
that th*1 question 
w as fully discussed iii executive ses­ 
sion early last winter, and that it was 
only natural that there should be a 
lack of interest and unwillingness to 
listen to a repetition of speeches de­ 
livered at that time. 
In t h e H o u s e . 
An attempt to secure passage of the 
bill to incorporate 
the international 
American bank met with determined 
opposition in the house. 
Filibustering 
was Indulged In but it was not effect­ 
ive in presenting consideration of the 
bill. 
Adjournment, 
however, 
was 
forced before a vote upon the measure 
could be hod. 
The house adopted the

The materials with 
which nature1 
works, seemingly ho diversified, actu il­ 
ly so f* w, are never at peace. 
They 
know neither haste nor rest. They are 
ever in circulation. 
No sooner have 
they served one purp< se than they are 
called upon to appear in another role 
the rivers hasten to make a lake in 
every hollow. 
Yet these hollows arc1 in 
many instances scooped out by the ac­ 
tion of glaciers. 
However, no sooner 
are they filled with water than the 
very glaciers which excavated their ba­ 
sins and the river which filled them, 
conspire to turn them once more into 
solid land. 
We see this specimen of 
the ceaseless activity of nature in many 
shapes. 
The “ loess,” or the mud, held 
in suspension by the rivers which over­ 
flow their banks, and which is event­ 
ually deposited, forms a well-marked 
geological formation over a considera­ 
ble section of central Europe; and the 
mud of the Arctic glaciers, which finds 
its representative in the ancient fos­ 
siliferous briek-clays of Scotland and 
other regions where in the Glacial pe­ 
riod a similar condition of affairs ob­ 
tained, is fast filling up many of the 
fjords 
into 
which 
the 
infra-glacier 
stream discharges. 
The Baltic is fast 
becoming a shallow lake. 
The Sea of 
Azof, shoaled by the sediment brought 
down by the rivers which flow into it, 
is gradually being converted into a 
stream; and the Po, the Nile, and the 
other rivers which flow into the Medi­ 
terranean, bid fair to so extend their 
deltas as to constitute that sea a chain 
of lakes. 
The Mississippi and 
other 
great American rivers are. on the prin­ 
cipal of “robbing Peter to pay Paul,” 
extending the territory through which 
they flow for considerable distances 
into the Atlantic. 
In time these mud 
flats will rise above the surface, get 
covered with a dank vegetation, and. 
after being for ages the home of fever 
and reptiles, will become the abode of 
man. 
The Rhine, it has been calcu­ 
lated. carries past Bonn something like 
400 tons of solid matter in one hour, 
and in the course of a year between 
three and four millions. 
In the long 
ages since this wearing down of Ger­ 
many has been going on. an immense 
amount of land must have been eroded 
and deposited into the German ocean, 
where it forms the greater part of the 
country now known as Holland. 
“The 
Netherlands.” Napoleon Bonaparte as­ 
serted, in his usual dogmatic manner, 
“are composed of the mud of French 
rivers.” And it is not easy to answer 
the master of many legions except after 
his own style of argument, he proceed­ 
ed to annex Batavia to the empire. 
During the rainy season of 122 days 
the mud brought down by the Ganges 
passing Ghazeepoor, 5.000 miles from 
its mouth, is reckoned at over 3,339,- 
413.700 tons; and now plague-haunted 
islands, formed 
in its 
channel even 
within the memory of man. are the re­ 
sult. 
The deltas of 
the Volga, the 
Danube and many other rivers might 
be adduced in proof of the same trait.— 
Our Earth and its Story.

The empress 
has been in a very delicate state of 
health and her condition causes much 
anxiety at the imperial court. 


Prince and Princess Francis Joseph 
of Battenherg. who are now at Darm ­ 
stadt, are going to England in August 
for several weeks and will be the guests 
of the queen at Osborne and Balmoral. 
It is expected that next winter Prince 
Francis Joseph will receive a high of­ 
fice at St. Petersburg from the Emperor 
of Russia. 


Princess Henry of Prussia, who is 
staying at Balmoral with Queen Vic­ 
toria, is to return to Windsor castle 
with her majesty, and in July she will 
probably go for a week’s cruise down 
the channel in the Victoria and Albert 
before preceding to Osborne. 


The royal yacht Osborne is undergo­ 
ing repairs and will carry the Princess 
of Wales to Denmark in August fur a 
two m onths’ visit.

moting the industrial welfare of the 
Black Hills, when it should begin to 
pour its wealth to the surface. 
Tin 
mills of the first magnitude wore pro­ 
jected in the minds of sanguine specu 
lators to consume its product, The m in­ 
eral was there in great quantities, ii 
was alleged, aud all that was needed to 
develop it and give all this western 
country a boom was capital. Tv) secure 
tho needed capital negotiations were 
opened with an English syndicate. 
In 
the presence of its representatives the 
mine yielded up tons of treasure. 
Hav­ 
ing got it, why was 
it not worked? 
That was the mystery. There were va­ 
rious speculations concerning it. 
The 
explanation that seemed to secure the 
most credence was that the English­ 
men who had bought the mine were ex­ 
tensively interested iii tin properties 
elsewhere, and that it was to their in­ 
terest not to increase the production of 
the metal to the extent that its opera­ 
tion would do, and that they would 
make more money by keeping it's treas­ 
ures hidden in the bowels of the earth 
than by bringing it up to the surface 
to bring down the price of tin as its 
great abundance threatened to do.
